The writer uses e 4 tube regenerative receiver called the "Old Stand by” 
by O87. Zt seems to this dumb listener thet 1% appears to have plenty of Audio 
gain, but very poor on selectivity se that Shea SAIW, SAFE, 3aAKN, SVE, or 328 
(incidentally what the hell power is be running) very little ef the 10 meter 
band is left clear, So after ingniring around about stages of RF or convertors 
we heard a good report of the "Weak-Signal Convertor for 26 megs {Now.47 9st) 
being used ahead of a se% similar to the one used here. First step was to borrow 
the Novy,.47 OST, good old SNZ ceme to the rescue as usuel, At first glance at 
eirenit, too complicated for this Lame brain, go after a dozen glances and 
trying to visualize each part and still wendering whether we conld connees a 
6J6 tube without putting the high voltage where the heater filament should ba, 
we decided to start. 

One week, off and on, we spent laying out and drilling and tapping even with 
the use of a power Grill press, Twe nights wiring, checking and double cheeking 
every wire (would bet money that everything was 0.K, but atill thinking would be 
a wirasle it it works}. 

At last the crucial moment bad arrived, “tbe teat". Fererishly wa try our 
best to find 6.8 or 7 megs om the receiver end conmnest our converter to the 
heeter and high Foltage, Burekal the 675 lights up and deean’t blow up and the 
YR 105 glows aicely. After twisting the dial and turning about 40 condensore 
we found that the same signal thet the set was tuned te eame through. After 
twisting and turning for about ons hour we decided to question our goed professor 
friend SNZ. Se wa trenspert our queer looking gadjet over and explain our 
areables, The "Pref." took one glance at it and looked at us and shook hie head 
and asked why we bade’t connected the high voltage from the VR tube te the IF 
eoil, Se we hung our head and dashed back and made the connection, Lo and behold 
all. kinds of G¥ signale ceme through (writer cannct read C¥) but could not bod 
what frequemey they were. After twisting and turning for ancther 2 nights, we 
at Last found a band. Eureka? we hear all kinds of W's. Av last we hear V3NG, 
se it mat be 10 meters. But the band spread seems very suai, 80 we adjust the 
trimmer but cannes seem te spread 1% out anymore. Suddenly we hear SNO saying 
thet be want up om 20 meters on Saturday. (We wish he woud stay om one band 
when we are checking), So we sit baek and wonder what the hell could be wrong 
ghon a 29 mag. convertor will tune in on 26 mesere. So after inquiring among 
our intellectual friends, wa find we mast pare our e016 (after having such 
nise looking coils all wound). 

After @ more nights of trimming coils, unsoldering and re-aolidering, we at 
leat found LO mesere and good old SATW was on whieh gave us & ehance to keep 
in the bamd and still try te tune up dy adjusting the 40 o64 condensors, one 
at a time. 

At time of weiting, we are well satisfied wits results except that there is 
tea mueh band spread, #@ will probably overcome this by adjuetmente. I% has 
gocé gain and better selectivity. She follewiag are a few orefines heard during

® SUNSPOTS DECLINE RADIO BANDS FEWER 


Fewer sudden atorme in the ionosphere thet for a few hours econpletely knoek 
out all communications, and aleo fewer violent storma that black all paths far 
meny hours mey be expected during the next six or seven yeare. But the band of 
usable radio frequencies for world-wide communication will become ever narrower 
during this period and from this, trouble may arise. These trenda sre foreseen hee 
eause the peak of sunspot, activity, assceeiated with shortwave radic disturbanses, 
was reached laet summer. 

AS activity on the sun deersases, ths ionesphere also becomes less densely 
ionized 20 that it will aot reflest the higher radie frequencies back to the earth, 
the National Bureau of Standards statea. 

fhe firet effects of sunspot decline will prebably be felt on the 50 mag- 
asyele amateur band. Within a few months communication om this frequency will na 
longer be dependable for distances much greater than 75 milea. 

fhe owerall effect will be to jam 482 radio communication into an ever 
narrowing bant of frequencies for world-wide communication. Prom a ueeble frequeney 
back whose upper limit is now around 50 megaeyeles, it will marrow down, at sumapot 
maximum, to an upper limit of approximately 20 megazeycles for continent to continent 
$ranemission.. 

hig narrower band makes it possible for relatively slight disturbances to 
be more disastrous than et esunmepot maximum when the usable range of frequencies 
is larger, At sunspot. minimum, a minor storm in the lonesphere may effectively 
erowd out all usable frequencies. At maximum, it takes a viclent storm to completely 
disrapt communications. 

During the lest year or so there haye been both more spots op the Bun and 
some of the largest sunspot groups of all time. The three largest groups over 


‘photegraphed appeared in February and July 1946, snd in MareheApril 1947.
